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A ROYAL COMMISSION ASKED FOR. 
"THE National Council for Lunacy Reform 
(of which Mrs. Ayrton Gould is organising 
secretary) is urging the appointment of a Royal 
Commission to enquire into every detail of the 
present lunacy administration, and has put its 
views before the Minister of Heaith. The Council 
expressed strong opposition to legislation which 
might be introduced by the Government to ex- 
tend the area of the authority of the Board of 
Control. In response the Minister of Health ad- 
mitted the urgent need for reform and that the 
present system treated lunacy as a crime rather 
than a disease to be cured. He stated that he 
was about to introduce a Bill which would meet 
some of the points advanced by the Council. 
Meanwhile the Committee on the administration 
of public mental hospitals (Sir Cyril Cobb, Dr. 
Bedford Pierce and Dr. Percy Smith) set up as 
a result of Dr. Lomax’s book continues to take 
evidence at the Ministry of Health. One witness 
urged the need for more laboratories for patholo- 
‘gical research; others alleged scandalous ill- 
treatment of patients at two asylums. The 
meetings are open to the public.

NURSES INCOME TAX PROTEST.

pared to go to prison as a protest against beig 
taxed on what they did not consider to be a living 
wage. They pointed out that with board ai 
lodging expenses they had quite enough to @ 
without paying income tax. They also complained 
of a recent reduction in their salaries. We har 
always looked upon women mental! nurses employ: 
ed by the L.C.C. as being much better paid tha 
sick nurses. The fact that they are called upa 
to pay income tax at all rather confirms the viet. 
We doubt whether there is an instance of the pay 
and value of emoluments of a sick nurse evi 
exceeding the exemption figure. We think th 
nurses in question have been misguided in thet 
action. The reduction of salary evidently refs 
to war bonus on account of the fall in the costd 
living in accordance with a scale agreed to by t 
National Asylum Workers’ Union and the LCC 
Millions of workers have been submitting " 
similar reductions of late for the same reason.

HOSPITAL NURSING HOMES. . 

At a Conference of hospit il medical staffs con- 
vened by the British Medical Association it was 
agreed to support the idea of providing nursing 
homes in connection with voluntary hospitals for 
the reception of private patients. It was provided 
that the scale of charges for the private patient 
for maintenance should be such as fully to covet 
every cost to the hospital ; and that no fixed rate 
of payment for professional services rendered te 
such patients should be established, 
payable remaining,as at present,a 
arrangement between patient, family physician, 
and consultant. This proposal is likely to react 
unfavourably on existing nursing homes

As all the 
wor!d knows, the methods of nursing at thfs fam- 
ous Training School have always been kept up-to 
date. Miss Ford was trained at Guy’s Hospital 
where she remained on the staff doing private 
nursing, and afterwards held the post of Assistant 
District Midwife, she then became Sister in 
Mrs. Hall Walker’s Hospital for wounded 
in Regent’s Park, and was. subsequently Sister at 
the Princess Alice Memorial Hospital, Eastbourne, 
returning to Guy's Instituteas District 
She next held the position of Sister-in-charg 
of the maternity wing, GlossopRoad, King Ed- 
ward VII. Hospital, Cardiff, for nearly four years, 
leaving it for her present very important post in 
Dublin. 

DIFFICULTIES AT PORTSMOUTH INFIRMARY. 

The hours and conditions of work at_ this 
Infirmary seem to leave a good deal to be 
desired ; and it is not wonderful that a member 
of the Infirmary committee stated at a ratepayers 
association meeting that the wards were under 
staffed. On the other hand, unless more nurses 
can be obtained it is hard to see how the hours 
can be shortened. The Guardians are arranging 
to increase the nurses’ accommodation by pro- 
viding them with a smoking room. ‘The question 
of diet, however, seems*to be much more urgent 
Nurses as a rule are ready to do extra work in 
case of necessity, and in that case they naturally 
expect to work under good conditions, and es- 
pecially to have a waried and sufficient diet, 
comfortably and nicely served. But the attempt 
of the Portsmouth nurses to get their grievances 
remedied by writing to the local press is on alto- 
gether wrong lines. Complaint should be made 
to the Infirmary committee through the superin 
tendent nurse, whose duty it is to see that any 
reasonable grievances are brought before the 
committee. In many infirmaries this is not don

‘She really gave her life for Acton,” said 
Mrs. Barnes at the last meeting, referring to the 
late Miss H. A. Amos, for seventeen years matron 
of the Acton Isolation Hospital.

They are in practice and it is thei1 
only ground for being put on the Regi Yet 
the work of discrimination is being left to the 
Registrar. The change which this new procedur 
has brought about where the nurses register is 
concerned is in reality extremely small. No nurse 
in possession of the facts could possibly doubt the 
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competency of the Registrar to do what has 
hitherto been done by members of the Council 
themselves. That and no more is what this new 
rule provides for. 

As at present constituted is the Council an 
assembly which the working nurse need regard as 
unmindful of her interests? This is another 
pertinent question which may be asked. It has 
been said that nmatrons represent employers. 
No doubt they do to some extent but surely they 
represent nurses too. To start with they are 
nurses. They have becn through the mill. 
Matrons must surely be given _ credit 
for refusing to administer any regime to the 
detriment or discomfort of their nurses. Enoug 
has been said to show that while it is not sought to 
deny that matrons represent employers they are 
primarily nurses and as such have a large heart 
for those who share with them the honour of 
belonging to a noble profession. Personality is 
another matter altogether and must not be mis- 
taken for something else. 

The question has been raised as to why in 

framing the conditions for the recognition of 
training schools 250 beds have been fixed as a 
minimum in the case of Poor Law hospitals while 
100 beds with an average of 75 beds oxcupied 
have been considered sufficient where general 
hpspitals are concerned. The reason is that a 
very different class of case is to be found in Poor 
Law hospitals. 
Law hospitals to that found in general hospitals. 
In the former institutions there are many chronic 
patients who require hardly any nursing, and the 
numbers of surgical cases is very much smaller. 
The Poor Law matrons on the Council are oin 
entire agreement with the conditions which have 
been approved and inasmuch as Miss Howbiggin 
and Miss Seymour Yapp are experts in Poor Law 
nursing it is somewhat idle to pursue this point 
further. It need only be added that comments 
which have appeared recently from a lay source 
are in consequence quite besude the mark. 


ADDISON’S DISEASE. 


DDISON’S Disease is a disease of the supra- 
rena, capsules. The structure and function 

of these organs will first be considered. 
Anatomy and Physiology.—The supra-renals are 
small, pyramid-shaped bodies lying above the 
kidneys. Each capsule is divided into two parts : 
the cortex and the medulla. The cortex is com- 
posed of cells containing a particular form of fat. 
Its function is concerned with bodily and sexual 
development. e.g., a tumour involving the cortex 
or hypertrophy of that part in a child will result 
in sexual precocity ; disease of the cortex in a 
woman will have the effect of giving her some of 
the sexual characteristics of the male. The 
medulla consists of semi-fluid cells lying in a 





meshwork of thin-walled veins, the whole Tichh 
supplied with sympathetic nerves. The substars 
contained in the cells is adrenalin, and this ;

The significance of these conditions is that there 
is some defect in the housing or feeding of the child. 
There may be lack of ventilation and light, over- 
crowding, unsuitable foods, lack of breast feeding 
of infants or too prolonged feeding. In artificial 
feeding there is often too little fat and too much 
sugar, and in some cases solids or semi-solids are 
given toinfants. For older children toomuch starch 
is given in the form of bread and potatoes; and too 
little fat, such as dripping or suet puddings, and 
not enough milk and fresh fruit to provide vita- 
mins. Children often do not get enough sleep, 
and have too much house and other work to do out 
of school. It is most important that the condition 
should be diagnosed early, or the result may be 
the development of tuberculosis, permanent men- 
tal dullness, deformity of the limbs or spine. Im- 
provement of the home conditions should be aimed 
at. Probably the best thing to do is to send the 
child away to sea or country if the home be in a 
town. Enquiry into the income of the home may 
show that the provision of a milk grant or free 
schoel dinners are needed to help to improve the 
child. Conditions of malnutrition are largely the 
indirect cause of much of the mortality of children 
and of illness and -unfitness for work in later life, 
and the need for prompt and efficient treatment 
in childhood is most urgent. 


5. A mother wishes to give up breast feeding her 
child, owing to insufficiency and poorness of milk ; 
what would you advise and what would you do before 
allowing her to take this serious step ? 

The mother should be strongly advised to 
persevere in feeding the baby, and should be told 
very clesrly the benefits that will result both to 


the baby and to herself. She should be assured 
that only on very rare occasions is it imperative 
for a baby to be artificially fed, and that with due 
care her own milk supply can be restored both in 
quantity and quality. The following instructions 
should be given :—Regular feeding from both 
breasts every three or four hours as the condition 
of the baby appears to indicate. No night feeding. 
That the mother should take good plain food at 
regular intervals and go to bed at least an hour 
before midnight. At every suckling she should 
take a drink of cold water. The breasts should 
be washed in hot and cold water alternately and 
no pressure from corsets or any tight clothing 
allowed. They should be gently massaged from 
the circumference to the nipple twice daily to 
stimulate the glands. Aperients must be avoided 
and the bowels regulated by diet and exercise. 
If possible she should take a walk each day and 
also two separate half hours of rest. To secure 
the latter it is possible to give two feeds daily 
while lying down. The nurse must also try and 
imbue the mother with assurance of success and, 
when :‘:e has the opportunity, to enlist the sym- 
pathetic encouragement of the husband, who can 
do much to make the mother’s life as free from

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NEW STORIES OF EDITH CAVELL. 


HE speciai correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
who is following the Trial at Mons of Armaud Jeannes, 
writes :—‘*‘ The long series of witnesses now before us 
seems to prove jeannes’s responsibility for a whole serie 
of denunciations of people all over Belgium. After the 
Court rose Mile. Thuilliez told me a story about Nurse 
Cavell which I believe is new. It appears that during 
the trial of the Cavell organisation after the proceedings 
closed the accused were asked if they desired to make a 
last statement When Nurse Cavell’s turn arrived she 
came forward desiring to say a few words, but the ac: 
waved her back, rema ntemptuously 
We know what you have to say N rse Cavell sat down 
with Mile. Thuilliez says that Nurse 
Cavell’s truthfulness was no match for the guile of her 
inquisitors, but it seems to me that the gallant little 
French-woman was not much better in this respect 
Another unknown detail told me by Mlle. Thuilliez and 
Capiau together is that about a month before the arrest 
of Nurse Cavell she discussed with them their possible 
fate, foreseceing a tragic that this 
could and should not prevent them fulfilling a patriotic 
duty. Curiously enough, in no member of 
the Cavell organisation do we find a bitter feeling against 
the Germans for the severe verdict, which they consider a 
logical consequence of the state of war but the 
on the treatment meted out in cam] prisons 
are not so benign.’ 

\ lady from Paturages, a small hamlet near Mons, 
told me details of the beginning of Nurse Cavell’s work 
After the battle of Mons the woods were full of detached 
soldiers of the British Army who absolutely refused to 
acdept the idea of surrender. The hospital ambulances 
contained many British wounded, among them Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Gibbs, of the Duke of Wellington’s West Riding 
Regiment. This officer ! ordinate the 
efforts of the local population to assist the escapes of 
Allied soldiers from German prisons At the beginning 
the refugees were guided through the dense forest region 
towards the Allied extreme left flank At the end of 
September the Germans were reinforced, and in the first 
days of October the Allied flank was thrown back \ new 
avenue of escape was then opened towards neutral Holland 
through Brussels. In the last week of October M. Albert 
Libiez, a barrister of Mons, brought two Englishmen of 
the Cheshire Regiment to Nurse Cavell’s hospital at 
Brussels. Thus began the activity of Nurse Cavell, 
which ended with her tragic death on October 12th, 1915.” 

“ Dr. Tollemache Bull, a member of the British colony 
in Brussels, tells me that he has always had the highest 
opinion of Nurse Cavell and a great admiration for her 
activity. In consequence of Nurse Cavell’s self-sacrificing 
attitude, as always happens, responsibility was heaped 
upon her by more cautious persons beyond all enduran e 
Dr. Bull distinctly remembers a day when Miss Cavel 
came to him positively distracted because thirty-four 
Allied soldiers had-suddenly been brought to her hospital 
from Mons, where the people were afraid to keep them 
She complained, but never refused her services. Dr 
Bull saw her gradually wasting under the mental strain. 
When she was,arrested her vitality had undoubtedly been 
greatly reduced. Dr. Bull does not know a single person 
in Brussels who does not speak with love and admiration 
of the wonderful woman, whose worst enemy was her own 
truthfulness, which no diplomatic considerations could 
conquer.”

that all treatment must have for its basis the prevention 
of heart diseas« \cute rheumatism in children was 
unknown before the age of two years; extremely rare 
before five and usually showed itself between seven and 
ten. There was often a history of family predisposition 
[he temperature was low; there were no joint swellings 
and no acid sweats rhe characteristic symptoms were 
recurrent sore throat, muscular pain, nodules in the 
tendons and fascia, headache, chorea and nervous symp- 
toms, slight arthritis, subnormal temperature, anzemia, 
and heart symptoms, usually myocarditis. The treatment 
consisted of rest in bed from three to six months after 
the acute attack had subsided and the administration of 
salicylate of soda with equal doses of bicarbonate of soda 
(3o—120 grains in 24 hours) Chorea was entirely 
the result of rheumatism ; the nervous instability ; lack 
of muscular control, inability to fix the glance and quick 
mite being symptoms of the disease; and in the more 
severe type loss of speech or restlessness and shouting 
Pne eventual heart lesion was usually mitral stenosis 
The only treatment was rest in bed ; hot packs or sponging 
and massage to induce sleep. Chloral and bromide might 
be given, and salicylate of soda. He did not advocate 
arsenic owing to the danger of peripheral neuritis, but as 
convalescence advanced massage and_ re-educational 
exercises to correct the habit spasms. School was contra- 
indicated for at least six months Latent rheumatism 
might be diagnosed in fidgetty children complaining of

T the annual meeting on March 23rd (held by kind 
permission of the Mayor in the Court Room of the 
Holborn Borough Council Offices), the chairman, 
Mr. G. T. Biddulph, drew attention to the fact that the 
work of the Association has been carried on for 45 years. 
There were now five Queen's Nurses and six candidates 
working in the large area undertaken by the Association, 
and new developments,especially withregard to the nursing 
of insured persons, had taken place during 1921. Mr 
Pett Ridge who moved the adoption of the report spoke 
sympathetically of the great demands made upon the 
nurses both physically and mentally, dealing as they did 
with so many specimens of humanity in crowded streets 
and dwellings he dull lives of the poor, the speaker 
thought, would be considerably brightened by the perusal 
of one novel a day!

Mrs. Bruce 
Richmond (Hon. Secretary of the Queen’s Institute) 
conveyed greetings from an old member of the Committee, 
Grenville, now 92 years of age, who had never lost

her interest in the work ; she desired to express her good 
wishes for its continued success Mrs. Bruce Richmond 


said that in all the changes that were taking place there 
was one stable fact, and that was the Queen’s Nurse 
herself At the Bloomsbury Home, opened in 1875, many 
of the pioneers in district work had received their district 
including Miss Paget, Miss Peter, Miss Hughes 
The value of the work was beyond 
expression, and it was a _ remarkable tribute to the 
founders of the great organisation of district nurses 
that the principles laid down so many years ago did not 
need, in the light of experience, to be altered or modified 
in any way. Dr. J. G. Victor Sapp expressed the grati- 
tude of the medical men for the inimense assistance which 
the district nurses gave them. He described the change 
for the better in the management and comfort of the

of the profession outside Ireland, and nurses living in 
Ireland will practically be compelled to place their names 
on two registers paying double fees for the privilege 
It hopes medical members of the Northern legislature 
will use their influence to dissuade them from proceeding 
with “ this foolish project.” A meeting of nurses was 
held in Belfast recently, at which a protest against the 
proposal was passed

INTERESTING LEGAL CASE. 

Interesting points were raised in a case at Barnstaple 
when Miss Martin, matron of Beech Hill Nursing Home 
sued the head-master of a boy’s school for fees for a trained 
nurse. It seems that Nurse Thomas had charge of a diph- 
theria case and when the boy was convalescent the nurse 
received an urgent message that her brother was seriously 
ill, and she telephoned to Beech Hill asking for a relief 
nurse to be sent. Nurse Thomas left at 10.30 a.m., and 
at 1 o'clock the relief nurse arrived. Miss Martin, matron, 
said she allowed Nurse Thomas to go, as the patient was 
convalescent. Nurse Thomas said she had not got per- 
mission from anyone in the school to leave but she told 
the school matron she was going. The headmaster 
contended that the nurse should not have been withdrawn 
without his authority and his wife (a trained nurse), said 
she had never known another case of one nurse leaving a 
patient without staying to hand over to the new nurse 

The Judge said defendant had agreed with the Home 
to supply a nurse at 34 guineas a week, and it was not for 
the supply of a particular nurse. He thought the Home 
ought not to have given Nurse Thomas permission to 
leave her patient until the other nurse had arrived. 

The boy was only left without a nurse for 2} hours and 
did not want any particular attention during that time. 
Though it was a risk which might have led to serious conse- 
quences in other circumstances, the risk was very small, 
and the break of continuity of service very slight, but it 
Must not be taken that he approved of one nurse leaving 
before another came and properly handing over. He 
gave judgment for plaintiffs for the amount claimed, with

SUN TREATMENT. 

Last week at the Royal Institute of Public Health, 
Russell Square, London, W.( Dr. A. Morland, one of 
Dr. Roilier’s assistants,gave a very interesting account of 
the sun treatment or as he preferred to call it the Helio- 
Alpine treatment of Surgical Tuberculosis at the well 
known Leysin Sanatorium in Switzerland. The highly 
rareficd ai: of the Alps must not be over-looked as a factor 
in the treatment. The radiations from the sun included 
all gradations of rays from the hardest, the x-rays, to the 
ultra violet rays. The ultra violet rays have little effect 
Light must be absorbed by the body if it isto produce any 
beneficial effect. The ultra violet rays have a minimum 
of penetrating power, and have little or no action beneath 
the surface of the skin. On the other hand luminous and 
red rays have considerable penetration and reach deep- 
seated tissues. Ultra violet rays, however, are highly 
bactericidal and they also are responsible for pigmenta- 
tion ; and it has been found that cases that pigment will 
generally cure more easily 

It is chiefly in the visible rays that the therapeutic 
action lies. The effect is not confined to the part exposed 
By exposing the feet for a very short time a reaction can 
be produced elsewhere, say in the glands of the neck 
The first exposures begin with the feet and are of very 
short duration The skin of most people has been atrop 
hied by wearing clothes and it takes time for the skin 
to regain its functional activity. After exposure to sun 
light the patient’s first experience is a disappeaiance of 
pain, beads of perspiration appear on the part and there 
is a local rise of temperature. Frequently the joint feels 
stiff, probably from tension. The duration of the relief 
from pain becomes longer after each exposure until event 
ually the patient is entirely free from pain. The poorer 
the general health the greater is the reaction. There 
must be careful graduating of the dosage of sunlight, 
especially in peritoneal and pulmonary cases which need 
the greatest care in treatment 

Sunlight on open wounds was much practiced in the 
French army, and they found that certain wounds healed 
with surprising rapidity when exposed to the sun 

The feet alone are bared at the first exposure and only 
for a few minutes but at each subsequent duration 
more of the body is exposed and for ever-increasing 
duration. The sun is the potent agent in the exposure, 
but the exposure to cold air is aiso essential. In the 
summer the exposure takes place from six to nine in the 
morning, in winter at a later hour In that high altitude 
the sun shines more strongly 

In Copenhagen patients have been exposed to the rays 
of the carbon arc lamp, which gives off powerful luminous 
1ays but little in the way of ultra violet rays. There have 
been excellent results but they are not so good as at 
Leysin where the active principle is dry cold air and a high 
intensity of luminous rays 

Plaster is now quite given up. It interferes with the 
sun-light and besides the immobilisation is too great and 
favours ankylosis. Webbing straps are used

MIDWIVES AND MATERNITY NURSES. 





SEX AND LENGTH OF PREGNANCY. 
R. EWART, medical officer of health, Barking 
Town U.D., contributes a statistical summary 
of the length of pregnancy, from figures taken 
from the records of two midwives, to the Medizal 
Oficer.* We congratulate him on using the 
material ; it should also encourage midwives who 
keep careful records of their cases to persist therein; 
they may serve to prove or disprove theories 
The statistics coliected by Dr. Ewart go to prove 
that the period of gestation is longer for a male 
than a female ; he argues that the longer retention 
of the male might be looked upon as a natural 
adaptation on account of its higher death rate ; 
and the fact that the male is about 2 oz. heavier 
than the female would be accounted for by the 
extra days growth. Statistics collected during 
the war give the difference between the length of 
gestation of a male and female as five days; in 
cases in which the period could be measured from 
the day of coition to the day of detivery, the 
period for the male seemed to be between 283 and 
284 days, and for the female 277 days 

The difficulty of midwives is to get reliable 
dates from the patients, but we know that, con- 
trary to Dr. Ewart’s conclusions, it is & popular 
idea that girls arrive late; we have the expression 
“a lazy girl,” and in the various theories as to 
sex determination it is advanced that a female 
develops from the fertifization of riper ovum than 
a male. If midwives are sufficiently interested 
to make a summary of their cases we should be 
glad to hear their conclusions. In the article in 
the Medical Officer they ar (a) Born 
before time expected. (6) Porn when expected 
(same month). (c) Born after time expected. 

We would suggest that it would be better to 
describe a child born either on or a week after 
the day of expected confinement (calculated from 
the last day of the last normal period) as ‘ born 
when expected”; “ born the same month ’’ leaves 
a wide margin for error. We also do not quite 
understand why instrumental deliveries were 
excepted by Dr. Ewart.
